HONORS TO THE DEAD 

Funeral Ceremonies Over the 
Remains of Admiral Porter. 



A VERY IMPOSING EVENT. 

The Greatest Honor* Known to Naval 
Ret-iilatloni Paid to the Dead Hero. 
More Than Five Thousand Troops In 
the Funeral Procession. 

Washington, Feb. IS. — Fnneral cere- 
monies over the remains of Admiral 
Porter, the highest officer in the Amer- 
ican navy at the time of his death, toqk 
place yeete-day afternoon from his resi- 
dence in this city. The event was very 
imposing, the greatest honors known to 
naval regulations being paid to the dead 
hero. The officers of the government, 
including the president, members of his 
cabinet, senators and representatives, 
justices of the supremo court, army of- 
ficers of every rank, vie admirals and 
numlierless naval officers, members of 
the diplomatic corps, and men distin- 
guished in letters and Science, were 
present. 

All the executive departments, the 
district ottices and public schools were 
closed. 

The throng about the residence dur- 
ing the services was great. 

Kev. Dr. Douglass, pastor of the St. 
.lohn's Episcopal clrarch, officiated. It 
was nearly :> o'clock wben the funeral 
cortage moved to Arlington. Where the 
remains were interred with the highest 
naval honors. 

The funeral procession was composed 
of more than 5,000 tr ops consisting of 
mar'nes, militia. I'niied States regulars, 
artillery and cavalry, in otuurgt of Rear 
Admiral Kimberlv. 

Following the faznilv were the prest 
denl and members ol the eabinet In car- 
riages, and a long line of carriage! con- 
taining army and naval offioeri and dis- 
tinguithed i * »ple, 

'1 he pallbearers were: Vice President 
Morton, Senator Manderson, of Ne- 
braska; Senator MoPherson, of New 
Jersey; Senator Hawlsy. of Connecticut,' 
Qovernor Pattison, of Pennsylvania; 
Maj. Gen. Bchofield, V. S. A.: Hear Ad- 
miral Rodgers, r. S. ft.; Rear Admiral 
Howell, U. S. N. : Rear Admiral Crosby, 
U, B. X ; Rear Admiral Stevens, V. S. 
N Rear Admiral Almy. I'. S. N'.: Rear 
Admiral Word en, I". S. N.: Rear Ad- 
miral Jouett, L*. S. N.: Rear Admiral 
yueen. U. S N.: Gen. Joseph K. .John- 
ston, late C. S. A.: Representative Boii- 
telle. of Maine. 

The body hearers were sight sailors 
from the crew of the United States re- 
ceiving ship Dale, now at the navy yard 
here. 

The dead admiral was dressed in the 
full uniform of his rank, the (J. A. R. 
badge, the decoration of the Sons of the 
American Revolution and the badge of 
Porter post,, of Massachusetts, being 
upon his bieast. The CBitket was cov- 
ered with royal purple velvet, with sil- 
ver handles and ornaments. Upon a 
silver tablet on the lid was this inscrip- 
tion: "David P. Porter. Admiral United 
States Navy. Born June IH, 1W3. Died 
Feb. 18. MM." 

The head of the funeral cortege en- 
tered Arlington cemetery at 4::;o oclock 
and slowly wended its way to the last 
resting place of the dead admiral, situ- 
ated 00 an incline, not more thaxi one 
hundred feet from Gen. Sheridan '■ 
grave, and from which a magnific ent 
view of the National capital is obtained. 
The full Marine band and the Third 
Artillery band took a position beyond 
the crowd of distinguished people, 
while one hundred marines fileil in 
single file in front of the grave. The 
casket was then botne from the hearse 
by eight robust sailors, accompanied by 
the pallbearurs and members of the sen- 
ate and house committees. 

The Rev. Dr. liigelow, assistant pastor 
of St. John's church, took his position at 
the grave and read the brief but im- 
pressive service of the Episcopal ritual. 

The two bands plaved "Nearer My 
God to Thee" with impressive effect, 
after which the Grand Army of the Re- 
public representatives read their bervice 
tor the dead. 

A representative of the organization 
stood at either eud of the grave and 
made responses to the other as the 
ritual requires. They concluded their 
ceremony by casting iuto the grave a 
wreath of laurel. 

During the ceremonies at the grave, 
the president and every member of the 
cabinet, besides many of the highest of- 
ficials in then aval and diplomatic affairs, 
stood with heads uncovered. 

At the conclusion of the Grand Army 
service, the marines paid their last 
tribute to the dead hero by firing three 
volleys of one hundred guns each over 
the grave.

RIVER STEAMER SUNK. 

The TIioiiihs Sherlock Goes Down In (he 
Ohio at Cincinnati. 

Cincinnati, Feb. 18.— There was a 
terrible steaml>oat disaster at this place 
last night, which cans d the loss of 
several lives. The large side-wheeled 
steamer Thomas Sherlock, 1,800 tons 
capacity, of the Southern Transportation 
company, Capt Sterling Mclntyre. 
cleared for New Orleans at half-past 7, 
with twenty-one registered and nine un- 
registend passengers, a large crew, and 
400 tons Of freight. 

In passing the Chesapeake and Ohio 
bridge she swerved, re. used to obey her 
helm, and stru k the channel pier on 
the Ohio side ■midship starboard side. 
She at once began to sink and was soon 
covered to her upjier d<-ck. upon Which 
passengers and < rew hud lied, mostly 
with Ufa preservers on. many of them 
to their knees in water. 

The theory is that the upper works 
floated off the hull. The steamer's sig- 
nals of distress attracted attention, ami 
the harbor tug Martin went to the 
res, ue. overtaking the Moating wreck in 
the darkness and rescuing the surviving 
passengers. One lady was crushed to 
death or drowned, and a child and one 
of the boat's clerks are missing 

Otherwise it is believed that all are ac- 
counted for, though r it is easy to believe 
that the list of fatalities may swell, con- 
sidering the number of the crew, and 
the unregistered passengers, whom it 
was impossible to account for last night. 

Mrs. J. HcClean, of Pittsburg, was 
drowned, and Will C. Pepper, of Madi- 
son. 1ml., third clerk, and little Margery 
L. Brown, of Pittsburg, are missing. 

The money loss on the boat is |20,000, 
covered by $18,800 insurance, and the 
loss on the freight is of course very 
great. 

WAR IN THE CAROLINES. 

Fighting Between the Natives Span- 
iards still Oolag On. 

San Francisco, Feb. 18.— A private 

letter from the Caroline islands gives an 
account of further Hghting between the 
natives and Spaniards, in which the lat- 
ter were worsted. Last November the 
Spanish governor sent an expedition, 
Consisting of three gunboats and one 
transport. against the village of 
Metalameo. The sailors and troops 
landed and, after a loss of sixty men, 
made the natives retreat, 

The Spaniards were reinforced and 
six days later attacked the natives. The 
latter were Ix/lnnd a barricade and were 
armed with muskets and two small can- 
non. The Spaniards were repulsed with 
a loss of 18Q men. It is expected that a 
general uprising of the natives will oc- 
cur and the governor has dispatched 
ships to Manilla *
